HANOI, Indo-China, Dec. » W- 
Commumst-led VIetmlnh troops 
which made a Ushtnlns drive to cut 
Indo-China In two apparently have 
ochleved a "presUga and pollUcal 
success," but they ore.golng to have 
a hard time trying to stay there. 

The French are pouring reinforce, 
ments and already have opened 
what might be termed the first 
phase of a counter-offensive. 

Pilots tlying American -supplied 
B-3S bombers and Bearcat fighters 
are hammering VIetmlnh concen- 
trations north ot the rebel-occupied 
tovm of Thakek on the Mekong 
river bordering Thailand, and" rear 
supply bases. 

CoallM Used 

TTie VIetmlnh "supplied "their swift 
push trcm the South China sea 
across Laos by using k vast army 
of coolies carrying war equipment, 
ammunition and provisions on their 
backs. 

These human pack trains, movlnj: 
through the rugged Jungle and 
mountainous country toward Thak- 
ehk, ore getting a heavy pounding. 

The VIetmlnh sweep hito Thak- 
hek looks Impressive upon a glance 
at .the map ol Indo-China since the 
country now Is cut In two. 
Lines Not Severed 

The drive did sever the Mekong 

vcr and road supply lines tor the 
northern, half of the Indo-Chinese 
Idngdom of Laos, Including the 
goveromantnl seat at "VleUone and 
the royal capital ot Luang Pra- 
tiang.' 

But the traffic by river and road 
never was particularly heavy and 
northern Laos long has been get- 
ting most of Its essential supplies 
by airlifts. 
.Thus the reticl occupation ot 
Thakhek has posed lltUe new In 
the way ot problems for the French 
hi supplylnii forcea In northern 
Laos. Tho VIcUnlnh breakthrough 
to the Mekong also has not affected 
the French supply of forces in 
northern Indo-Chlna, 



He said that while Ameri- 
can power In terms of foot sol- 
diers in Korea is on the decUne, lis 
power In tetmf ot other elements— 
obviously new weapons— Is being In- 
creased. 

Mr. Elsenhower had made much 
the same points when disclosing 
the decision to withdraw two dlvl- 
sions from Korea. 

Dulles expressed confidence that 
available French and native forces 
la Indo-CtUna. wlU deal ellccUvtly 
with tho new communist drive 
across X>aos. 

He said nolhlnr-tthe reds have 
done in this operation- has altered 
appreciably the time table of opera- 
tions by which the . American and 
French governments hope to break 
communist power in Indo-China In 
a year. 

Furthermore, Ihilles said, he does 
not think the red drive presents any 
present threat to Thailand, border- 
Ins Laos on the west. 

On other points Dulles: 

1. Madtf clear that the United 
States, Britain and France will ac- 
cept Russia's proposal that the big 
four foreign ministers' meeting In 
Berlin be held Jon. 33 or later. 

3. Disclosed he hod planned to 
take up with Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov at Berlin next week— 
In the meeting now delayed— ar- 
rangements fo^V negotiation on 
President Elsenhower's atomic pool 
plan. He said that, since the BerUn 
conference has been put off, some 
sltematlve way of taking up this 
question with the Russians must be 
found. 

3. Expressed hope that Israel and 
Jordan Will hold a face -to-f oca 
meeting tmder their armistice agree- 
ment to eliminate points of friction 
between theni.

. KNOWLAND ON THE SPOT 
Senator Knowland of California, the GOP 
S^fcnatfi majority leader. Is a h&rd-worklng, 
t ambitious man. But he has' not yet shown he 
r Im the ultimate qualities of Icaderahlp call- 
i'.ed for In thin dlffloult time. 

Knowland's ascent to his present post was 
f partly accidents. He was not originally elect- 
^■ed OS leader, but handplckcd for the Job by 
; the late Senator Taft when the Ohloan step- 
' ped down because of Illness. 

Taft may have had a variety of reasons 
i for choosing Knowland, Including, of course, 
I his ability and energy. But there Is every In- 
f dlcatlon that a prime factor was Knowland's 
[; evident acceptability, to both the liberal and 
conservative wings of the Republican party. 
It Is not generally known, but Taft was so 
^ -thoroughly sold on that aspect of Knowland's 
; political position that he gave. thought at the 
^ 1952 national convention to attempting a 
I transfer of his delegate strength to Knowland 
f when It was reasonably clear he himself 
; could not gain the GOP nomination. 

The Idea never crj-stallired In Tatt's mind, 
or possibly ho decided that In the end It 
, would prove unworkable. But when Illness 
struck him, he thought again of Knowland. 

Thus the California senator, through hard 
work, intelllgencB and the accident of his 
position along- the political spectrum, finds 
himself at the top.' Staying there, however, 
Will take other qualities. 

One Is vision. A real leader murt hav« 
breadth, must see problems in some perspec- 
tive. In the post, Knowland appears to have 
been heavily preoccupied with Asiatic poUclei, 
&lmc»t to the ezeluilon of others. The tag of 
"senator from Formosa" was an exaggeration 
with a considerable bit of truth. 

A second Is flexibility in human dealings. 
In his yeorS'OS a minority senator and then 
' a majority member without leadership re- 
iponalblll^, Knowland developed the habli 
of arguing policy questions -with rigid In- 
flexibility. For a good while It seemed almost 
automatic with him to say things like 
"Thei^ can be no pact with Russia so long 
as a single Soviet Boldier stands on satellite 
■ aoH" 

Now, as everybody well knows, negotiation 
among nations or among Individuals in this 
: or any ago is a'matter of give and take. Bc- 
: canse It Is, you must always leave yourself 
bargaining room.. 

To lay down a set of fixed and unchangS' 
able conditions' OS a prerequisite to confer- 
-' enccs or prospective pacts, osTKnowlond so 
— frequently does, is to assert ac,tho start you 
ore determlnad there shall be no bargaining' 
' at all. You can't negotiate If you cant shift 
your position so much as an Inch. 
Knowland's time of trial. lies Just ahead. 
I £le faces one of the toughest tasks a legisla- 
tive pilot ever confronted.- Without some 
vision and some talent for negotiation, he 
I win be hard put to assist his party in the 
- vital business of making a record. 



FRANCE IS "HUR'T 
Secretary of State John Fost«r DuUHi may 
have been Just a bit too harsh in tone as he 
warned France of, the urgency of ratifying 
the European defense pact. 

But France's response, described by one 
correspondent as "hurt anger," is hardly war- 
ranted, either] Newspapers called his ap- 
proach one of ."brutality." 

The iFYench for a long time have shown 
little capacity for action in critical areas of 
foreign policy. The' most they seem to do Is 
talk about acting. But a good deal of the talk 
centers on reasons for not doing anything. 
At the same time, they appear to have little 
' stomach for the sort of criticism which In- 
' evltably follows their Inaction. 

This must strike many Amerlpans as odd, 
L lince the French have felt quite free to rail 
against the United States throughout a pe- 
riod In which we have been acting— most 
often for the evident benefit of the French, 
Undoubtedly wo have made a lot of mls- 
takes that deserve criticism. But possibly it Is 
-. better to be criticized for trying to do some- 
thing, than to do nothing and then Indulge In 
anguished walls when inaction Is assailed. 

The truth about the French is that they 
want the comfort of inertia without lis penal- 
ty. They want to be In, but not of the world. 
, They want to enjoy the frults-of rich living 
p without the pain of Ufa's inescapable ordeals. 

Anyone who dares to say bluntly that the 
l French .aro lalUng In their International 
respohslblUtlcs Is pretty sure to be charged 
with "shock tactics," as was Dulles. At root It 
is ndt'D^lIes, but the realities of the world 
which shock France.

We will 
need a shorter period the next time, ia view or post- 
Korean reonaament, but Europo must bold the line 
on its own In tht early lUgea. It then wlU becoma 
clear whether vs must agaUi send large-scala forces 
to ths front, • 

KESHtlFFLE GOP PUDHClXr STAFT-The He- 
publicans' politloil publicity staff at Washlseion focsi 
a reshuffllnK bocausa of Its failures In recent vaeki. 
Zmmedlata cauaa for a change Is Its sUence In the 
faca of Mltcbell-Fritchey claims that Truman had 
been a veritablo nemesis to Uie communists.

VIEWS OF OTHEJIS- 

END OF "SLOTS' 
"Newspaper wrltera ora alwaya looldng for ends ot 
eras, and It Is almost Justifiable to find one In the 
Idaho supreme court ruling that slot machines "and 
the other gambling gadgets which accompany them 
cannot be lemllzed without a constitutional omcnd- 
mont. Somolhing vesy much akin to an era hM de- 
veloped in lha six years ilnce the legislature decided 
to try making Idaho a gambling state. 

It is doubtful that the machines wlU ever be brought 
back on a legalised basis, for the vote of the people 
would be required to do It, and wa UUnk that In such 
a vote a majority would be found to eldo wltli the 
aupreme court Justice and "a weU recosnlzcd evil nnd 
mischief rcgardlssi of what name It may bo colled." ' 

Tlie trend of publlo opinion was reflected la the fact 
that the major oiUes of the sUte had .banned the 
machines after a triol of lloenslnr, and that ths legis- 
lature had repealed the act which legalized them, the 
act which the supreme court has now declared was 
unconsUtutlonol. 

The statesman hos always maintained that th'cy 
were an evil and did ths miKhlef of taking money 
that belonged in many a lomlly's grocery and cIoUi- 
Ing budget, and has therefore constantly opposed Uia 
mochlnes. MIsglvlnRs on this poUit orolo In tho minds 
or some of our reodcrs because of our ntUtudc toword 
tho rcptaler act adopted by tlio 1DS3 IcRlslaturc and 
the Irrcsulorltlco connected with possnge of Uie re- 
pealer in the 'house. 

We argued thot repeal ot the slot machine licensing 
law should bo accompanied by the adoption of Uie so- 
called "nil Code," a uniform law spelling out a 
specific prohibition of slot mnclilnes in unquestionably 
enfOTceable terms, which has been adopted by a num- 
ber of slates. Wo opposed repeal wllliout t^ils addi- 
tional act to strengthen the hand of law enforcement 
orneen, but The BUteamon was definitely not op- 
posed to the principle or repeal. 

Now the ruling of the supreme court, nullifying the 
orlglnol licensing oct. Ukes a lot ot people off the 
hook-stale offlclols focing the question whether tha 
repealer was valid end community govemmenls which 
over the post alx years havo had to deal with tha 
licensing of gambUnf on a local basis. But It raises 
the question whether some counties will be blind 
in the ere which looks In the direction of slot ma- 
chines, and what the lUle will do about li ir thry 
ore. Presumably the sUte will bo cloeed up tlithi for n 
while after the first of ths year, hut It will take a Ulile 
Ume to lell tha SuU Impact of this ruling on statewide 
law enforcement. This Is one of the most Important 
decisions which has been made in Idaho Iftw.-Bol5e 
Btatciman.

Don't take the advice of a neigh- 
bor, who Bays that a dose o( castor 
oil never docs any harm, or that an 
aspirin la Rood for most disorders, 
8ho may hnvo brought up several 
children, but she did not rear your 
youngster, who la probably quite alt- 
lercnt from her offspring. If ad- 
vice Is needed seek It from the per- 
son on whom -you can rely— the 
family physician. 

A doctor Is handicapped If a child 
has been given a dose before ha wns 
called in. The medicine may mask 
the symptoms and the physician 
may have some difficulty In making 
his diagnosis. Hence, precious time 
la lost. If n child has a tempemture 
or autfera pnln. It behooves the par. 
enls to summon n doctor. 

It is also advisable to throw away 
alt leftover medicaments to make 
sure that there wltl not be any temp- 
tation to UBO them. The expensive 
modem drugs are powerful and only 
a physician understands .their effect 
on o ptiUcnt.-It la alarmlng to sea 
people administering powerful drugs 
about which they know little or 
nothing. Play aafe and leave all 
dosing to the doctor.

Traction of Cars on Ice Poorest Near 
Freezing, Greater as Mercury Drops 



CHICAGO', Dec as— Doea Utnpar- 
ature affect an auto'a ability to stop 
on Ice? 

Yes. And that asswer comet with 
authoritative emphasis from a group 
of englnecn and auComotlre czperta 
who braved chill winds on a frozen 
Wisconsin lake to find answen for 
the National Safety council's com- 
mittee on winter driving hazards. 

JVhcn the temperature was zero, 
the average stopping dlstanqe on 
glare Ice at 30 m.piu was IIO feet. 
But at 31 degree*— the melting point 
—It took 3MI feet to atop at the ei 
speed-a dUferenco of 140 feet. 

"Tba driver who atarte out on an 
Icy road early In the morning while 
It's still cold finds tracUon and 
stopping ablUty fairly good," said 
Ralph A. Moyer. traffic research en- 
gineer for the University of Callfor-

Reinforced tlra chain*, so-called 
because cross chains an reinforced 
with projecting' teeth or cleats, 
recommended because of their power 
to resist side aklds as well as to 
provide stop-and-go tnetloi).

Contisttng of three 
or four-units strajqted individually 
to a tire, the chalni gave better 
traction than bare tires but wero 
grcaUy Inferior to full chaios. 

The commlttco even warned that 
skidding Is "likely to be caused by 
the frlctlonol forces developed when 
one unit chain on one tiro is m con- 
tact wlttr the ice and on the other 
side of the vehicles only the un- 
protected tire area between the tinlt 
chains Is In contact with the Ice."
